Public gets to see preliminary designs 


MDOT holds open 
house on proposed 
I-75 interchange

The Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) held a pub- 
lic meeting in Grayling on 
Wednesday, February 3, in order to 
collect early input on a proposed 
four-way interchange at 1-75 and 
North Down River Road. 

The meeting, which was held in 
the Grayling Middle School cafete- 
ria, gave citizens the opportunity to 
check out a few “conceptual draw- 
ings” of the interchange, talk direct- 
ly with representatives from MDOT, 
and offer written input through the 
use of comment forms. 

Project Manager Tom Doyle of 
MDOT said that the meeting was 
intended as an “open house,” where 
the public could look at project dia- 
grams and give feedback. There was 
no formal presentation, and the 
interchange project is still in the 
early planning phase. 

“The conceptual drawings are not 
final design plans,” said Doyle. 
“They are just to give some indica- 
tion of the impact and to show what 
the design might look like for a 
future interchange.” 

The drawings included two basic 
concepts for the interchange, both of 
which aim to create a full-service 
interchange at 1-75 and North Down 
River Road. The current set-up is 
considered a “partial-service™ inter- 
change. 

The conceptual drawing for 
“Alternative 1” detailed a diamond- 
shaped traffic exchange. The plan 
would add a ramp going from north- 
bound I-75 to the south side of North 
Down River Road, and add another 
ramp on the south side of the road to 
connect with southbound I-75. 

“Alternative 2” proposes to 
remove the two existing access 
ramps on the north side and put in 
four new ones. In contrast to the first 
plan, this proposal would construct 
alt four ramps on the north side of 
North Down. 

The northbound “off” ramp would 
be a half-circle that connects to the 
the north side of North Down River 
Road, and the new southbound “on” 
ramp would loop onto 1-75 with a 
similar half-circle shaped drive. The 
northbound “on” ramp and south- 
bound “off” ramp would be located 
on the areas just outside the half-cir- 
cle loops. 

Both plans would involve the 
reworking of Isenhauer Road and 
Glenn Road, each of which intersect 
with North Down near the current I- 
75 interchange. Carlisle Paddles, 
Inc. would also be affected. Other 
impacts will depend on the specific 


plan and input from the public, 
Doyle said. 

“We haven't determined all the 
impacts,” he said. “That’s the 
process we’re going through now.” 

Some citizens thought — that 
“Alternative 2” was the better plan, 
since it involves less reorganization 
of land in the area. “This one is 
much more feasible,” said one citi- 
zen of the second plan. 

Ray Swiercz, Chairman of the 
Road Commission Board, agreed. 
“The first plan would require mil- 
lions of dollars in land acquisition,” 
said Swiercz. “This (‘Alternative 2°) 
is a much better plan.” He added that 
“Alternative 1” would also require 
construction of a bridge over the 
AuSable River. 

The Road Commission Board dis- 
cussed the issue the next day, at its 
February 4 regular meeting. 

Managing Director Don Babcock 
and Board Vice-Chairman Robert 
Nelson both liked the diamond- 
shaped plan better, citing that it 
would be safer than the half-circle 
drives, but agreed with Swiercz that 
the “Alternative 1” plan would cost 
considerably more to construct. 

“It’s a big project whether you go 
with number one or number two,” 
said Swiercz, “and an exit off North 
Down is all you really get.” 

Swiercz said that a four-way inter- 


- change doesn’t address what he feels 


is the most obvious problem with 
the current I-75 situation, which is 
the confusion associated with get- 
ting back on northbound I-75. 

“The biggest problem is getting 
back on northbound, not south,” he 
said. 

Even with the proposed four-way 
interchange, vehicles getting off at 
the South I-75 Business Loop would 
still have to go to North Down or M- 
93 to get back on. 

“f don’t know what this new thing 
is going to do but create more traffic 
on North Down River Road.” said 
Swiercz. 

How the project will proceed now 
is not yet determined. The only 
money allocated for the project at 
this point is $1.125 million, which 
was included tn the six-year federal 
transportation bill approved last 
year. The money was set aside for 
the “preliminary engineering,” 
which will be ongoing this year. 

MDOT will now consider the 
input received from local residents, 
and proceed from there. 

In addition to the two plans, leav- 
ing the interchange alone is also an 
option. 

“To do nothing is always an alter- 
native.” said Doyle.

County Board approves funding 
to relocate Sheriff's antennae

“Dead zones” in the Crawford 
County Sheriff's Department radio 
communications coverage area has 
prompted the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners to approve 
the necessary funding to relocate the 
department's frequency antennae. 

According to Sheriff David 
Lovely, results of testing has proven 
what he expected for some time — 
communications in certain areas of 
the county are weak. Loveiy's con- 
cern is for the safety and well-being 
of county citizens as well as the 
safety of his officers. 

“We have found places in the cov- 
erage area that signals grow very 
weak.” said Lovely. “We can reme- 
dy the problem by relocating the fre- 


quency antennae from the commu- 
nications tower in Beaver Creek to 
the Cellular One tower at Skyline.” 


Board members discussed with 
Lovely the need and cost for an 
engineering study prior to installa- 
tion of the antennae and frequency 
coordination fees that total S800. 

Sheriff Lovely stated that the relo- 
cation itself will cost $3553.18 and 
requested that amount also be allo- 
cated to his department. for a total of 
$4353.18. 

The Board agreed that moving the 
antennae is necessary for public 
safety and voted unanimously to 
approve all! funding. 

Lovely advised the Board the 
relocation would not take place until 
spring, possibly in April.

In the spring of 1998. Crawford 
County Environmental Monitor Pat 
Merrill and Michigan Department 
of Environmental Quality (DEQ) 
geologist Steve Takacs took a walk- 
ing tour of suspected former dump- 
ing sites in the county. 

What had been reported to the 
DNR Law Enforcement Division in 
1986 by former employees and eye- 
witnesses as the informal dumping 
of liquid wastes by Bear Archery. 
and other sources. was found to be 
evident by Merrill and Takacs. 

A dumping site consisting of 
about 10 acres. located north of 
North Down River Road and east of 
Stephan Bridge Road. was found to 
contain aged and weathered metal 
drums. some protruding through the 
ground surface. The smell of chem- 
icals was present and bows, as well 
as arrows. were found at the site. 

Once core samples of the soil and 
groundwater were taken and tested 
by the DEQ, contamination in the 
area was confirmed. Samples taken 
contained high levels of resins, sol- 
vents, and paints used in the manu- 
facturing of bows, arrows and other 
sporting goods. 

Core soil samples taken at 12 to 
14-foot depths. determined to be 
about 40 years old. revealed a bright 
blue substance that appears to be 
resin used in the manufacture of 
archery equipment. 

The groundwater = samples 
revealed a level of tetrachloroethene 
at 35 parts per billion — seven times 
the DEQ clean-up standard of five 
parts per billion. 

Soil samples showed the major 
contaminant to be the same chemi- 
cal, but at an astounding | .200 parts 
per billion. DEQ clean-up standards

In addition, evidence of the infor- 
mal dumping of fuel, petroleum 
products and metals was found. 
Furniture and 1960's era car parts 
were discovered on the site. too. 

According to Takacs, it is uncer- 
tain who will pay for the clean-up of 
the state-owned site. “But.” said 
Takacs, “the site will be cleaned up. 
This project may not be able to wait 
for possible funds from those 
liable” The state may have no 
choice than to clean up the dump 
site. then pursue reimbursement 
monies afterward. 

Bear Archery was sold and moved 
to Florida in the 1970’s. The present 
company’s liability. if any. has yet to 
be determined. “We may not find 
anyone with any liability.” Takacs 
said. “This goes back many years 
and many people worked there.” 

The DEQ geologist said that a 
request has been made to the 
Environmental Protection Agency's 


27 following receipt of a request 
from the Governor's Office. At that 
time. only Wayne County was des- 
ignated for federal assistance. 

The Emergency Management 
Division of the Michigan State 
Police (MSP/EMD). which admin- 
isters funding assistance from the 
Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA). made the request 
on behalf of the additional counties. 
FEMA officials made the designa- 
tion to add the counties after 
reviewing additional information 
from the National Oceanographic 
and Atmospheric Administration 
and other sources regarding 
“record” or “near record” snowfall 
for these areas. 

“By helping these communities 
with their emergency costs. we are 
helping every taxpayer in the area.” 
Lawrence L. Bailey, federal coordi- 
nating officer for FEMA, said. 
“However, this emergency declara- 
tion does not cover snow removal or 
repair cost expenses for individuals 
or business owners.”

Merrill expressed his concern for 
the good name of Fred Bear and 
those employed by the archery 
equipment manufacturer. “Bear was 
a good citizen and is a legend in 
Crawford County,” he said. “Things 
were different back then. It was 
common for companies and individ- 
uals to get rid of things by digging a 
hole, tossing waste in and burying 
it”. 

“They didn’t know that there 
could be consequences in the 
future.” Merrill concluded. 

Takacs added that he hopes more 
people who know ithe history of 
dumping at these and any other sites 
in the county will share their infor- 
mation with the DEQ by contacting 
his office, or Pat Merrill, as soon as 
possible.

The Michigan Association of 
Community Arts Agencies 
(MACAA) hosted a “legislative 
breakfast” at the Grayling Holiday 
Inn on Friday, February 5, in order 
to discuss the arts programs of 
northern Michigan communities 
with 105th District Representative 
Ken Bradstreet. 

RJ. Hannan, MACAA Region 
Three Leader and Crawford 
AuSable Community Education 
Director, opened the gathering with 
a welcome and a few introductory 
remarks, and then allowed breakfast 
guests the opportunity to speak on 
behalf of their various arts programs 
and related topics. 

Arts and culture program repre- 
sentatives from many northern 
Michigan areas were in attendance, 
including people from Gaylord, 
Traverse City, Cheboygan, Alpena, 
Houghton Lake and Grayling. 
Kirtland Community College also 
had representation. 

About 10 individuals spoke. They 
discussed the potential benefits of 
arts and culture to the population in 
general, and most mentioned that 
funding is always a major concern. 

The general consensus among the 
speakers was that while the state 
does provide a lot of grant money to 
local arts programs, there is always 
a need for more. 

Many of the speakers mentioned

Winter driving reminders 


During the past month, there have 
been a number of severe automobile 
accidents which have been attrib- 
uted to bad weather conditions. 
There have been an exceptionally 
high number of chain-reaction acci- 
dents that have involved dozens of 
motorists. 

I would fike to raise the public 
awareness to the dangers of haz- 
ardous winter driving. 

As an insurance agent executive, 
I’ve had the unpleasant task of wit- 
nessing the tragedy of auto acci- 
dents and their impact on families. 
The greatest tragedy is knowing that 
many of these accidents could have 
been avoided by using common 
sense and practicing safe driving. 

Winter storms in the form of bliz- 
zards, heavy snow, ice storms, or 
freezing rain can be especially haz- 
ardous to Michigan motorists. caus- 
ing major accidents, and leaving dri- 
vers and passengers stranded along 
major freeways. 

The first line of protection is to 
keep posted on weather conditions 
in the surrounding area through the 
Jocal news media. A few hours of 
warning before a storm hits can be 
the key to avoiding being caught in 
it. or at least allow you to be better 
prepared to cope with it (allowing 
yourself extra driving time or per- 
haps taking an alternate route). 

If a winter storm is present, | 
would like to offer drivers the fol- 
lowing advice. If at all possible, 
travel only if necessary. Sometimes 
public transportation can be a safer 
way to travel. However. if you are 
forced to use your automobile for a 
trip of any distance, take these pre- 
cautions: 

¢ Make sure your car is in good 
driving condition: pay special atten- 
tion to the condition of the battery,

tires and brakes. 

* Maintain a full tank of gasoline. 

* Travel by daylight and use major 
highways that have been maintained 
and treated with salt. Keep your 
radio tuned in for weather informa- 
tion and advice. 

* Have another person travel with 
you if possible. 

¢ Have emergency “winter storm 


supplies” in your car, such as wind- . 


shield scraper, shovel, flashlight, 
and blankets. It is also good to have 
a pair of heavy gloves and headgear 
in case you become stranded. 

* Drive responsibly. Don’t try to 
save time by traveling faster than 
road and weather conditions permit. 


Sometimes no matter how careful 
we are, even the safest driver can 
have an accident. Here’s my advice 
on what to do should an accident 
occur: 

¢ Stop, no matter how slight the 
accident may appear and keep calm. 

* Use your emergency flashers to 
warm oncoming traffic of an acci- 
dent. 

* Immediately call the police to 
report any accident resulting in per- 
sonal injury or vehicle damage. 

¢ Tell police if an ambulance is 
needed. 

* Make no admission of guilt or 
take any blame for the accident. 
Record only the facts -- not opin- 
ions. 

* Obtain the names, addresses and 
phone numbers of any possible wit- 
nesses, 

¢ Notify your insurance agent of 
the accident as soon as possible. 


Hopefully, these safe driving tips 
will go a long way in allowing you 
to experience a safe and pleasurable 
winter driving season.

Other politicians hold dis-announcement 
press conferences or rallies to reveal they 
are not going to run, whether or not they 
ever intended to run in the first place. That’s 
always good for a little publicity. 

It’s a strange game .... but nobody ever 
said politics is simple.

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Holy hatred 


We often hear about “hate crimes” as 
though all hatred is intrinsically evil. 
Yet God tells us there is: “A time to 
love. and a time to hate: a ime of war, 
and a ume of peace.” (Ecclesiastes 3:8) 
And a Holy God always hates evil: 
(Proverbs 6:16-19) “These six things 
doth the LORD hate: vea. seven are an 
abomination unto him: {17} A proud 
look. a lying tongue. and hands that 
shed innocent blood, {18} An heart that 
deviseth wicked imaginations, feel that 
be swift in running to mischief. {19} A 
falc witness that speaketh lies. and he 
that seweth discord among brethren.” 

If we love God we will love what God 
loves. and hate what God hates? 
iPsalms 97:10a) “Ye that love the 
LORD. hate evil...” God teaches us to 
hate what He hates in His Holy 
Scriptures: (Psalms 119:104) “Through 
thy precepts I get understanding: there- 
fore I hate every false way.”

Kidney Foundation doesn’t need can tabs 


A false rumor that has plagued the 
National Kidney Foundation of 
Michigan (NKFM) has recently resur- 
faced, perhaps fueled by the Internet. 

Some individuals and groups 
believe they can donate the pull tabs 
on aluminum cans in exchange for 
time on a kidney dialysis machine. 

Such a program has never existed, 
nor have there ever been programs 
through the NKFM allowing people to 
exchange any type of item (pop tabs, 
box tops, product points, etc.) for time 
on dialysis. 

However, the NKFM still welcomes 
the public’s financial support for the 
many patient services and programs 
the organization provides. 

False rumors about a pull tab pro- 
gram have circulated throughout the 
country since the early 1970's. 
Consequently, churches, community 
centers, schools and other groups have 
collected tabs and brought them to 
local dialysis centers, hospitals or the

NKFM, only to find that they cannot 
be donated in exchange for a patient’s 
dialysis time. 

“We've recently seen a dramatic 
upswing in calls from people asking 
where they can exchange the alu- 
minum pull tabs they’ ve been collect- 
ing,” says Dan Carney, NKFM execu- 
tive director. 

“A tabs-for-dialysis program has 
never been necessary because 
Medicare typically pays for 80 percent 
of the cost of dialysis time, regardless 
of the age of the patient. Private insur- 
ance and state programs usually pay 
the remaining 20 percent.”

minum items such as beverage cans, 
pie plates, foil, frozen food dinner 
trays, etc., should send a personal 
check to the NKFM at 2350 South 
Huron Parkway, Ann Arbor, MI 48104 
or call 1-800-482-1455 for more infor- 
mation.

Otsego Memorial anticipates a smooth transition to 2000 


No one really knows what will hap- 
pen on January 1, 2000. One thing that 
is certain, however, is that patient care 
at Otsego Memorial Hospital (OMH) 
will not be interrupted by any milleni- 
um glitch. 

Hospital officials have worked dili- 
gently for more than 18 months certify- 
ing 595 pieces of clinical equipment in 
the facility. While a handful of those 
instruments are not yet certified, all of 
them will be replaced or upgraded in 
1999 well before January 2000. 

“The best minds in the business tell 
me we're ready,” said Ralph Pardo, who 
was appointed the Y2K Coordinator 
along with his responsibilities as 
Director of Materials Management. 

With the blessing and support of 
Hospital Administrator John L. 
MacLeod, Pardo has undertaken all 
efforts to ready the Hospital for the year 
2000. 

Pardo coordinated efforts with Bio 
Sentry, a company that evaluates and 
calibrates all clinical equipment for the 
hospital. 

Along with its regular duties, Bio 
Sentry has been testing, tagging and 
documenting every piece of equipment 
used for patient care. In addition, Pardo 
has written documentation from major 
vendors of hospital supplies and utili- 
ties certifying that their services will 
not be interrupted as the millenium 
changes. 

Computerized systems for everything 
from accounts payable to clinical diag- 
nostic equipment have been assessed to 
see if they contain an embedded chip 
which reads a two digit code for the 
year. Data from these chips, which will 
read “00” on January 1, 2000, may by 
interpreted by computerized systems as 
the year 1900 which does have the 
potential for some problems. However, 
industries across the country are taking 
steps to make sure those chips don’t 
cause chaos next year. 

“Our goal is to have every piece of 
clinical and diagnostic equipment 
upgraded, tested and tagged by the end 
of March,” Pardo said. “By the first of 
November, 100 percent of our affected 
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equipment will be Y2K compliant.” 

The hospital’s efforts have not 
included items like clock radios, 
microwaves or other items not related 
to patient care. Those items will be 
fixed, reprogrammed or replaced as 
needed. 

Pardo does not anticipate any major 
problems with the new year. If Y2K 
issues affect the hospital, he said it will 
be for brief, planned shut downs 
planned by vendors to make any adjust- 
ments they have overlooked in their 
compliance planning process. 

While Pardo is confident in OMH’s 
preparedness, Pardo is taking a conser-

Lansing — In 1991, Vicki Gerard 
suffered from breast cancer, but also 
feit victimized by her health mainte- 
nance organization. 

When she requested a badly needed 
bone marrow transplant, her heaith 
care provider, Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield, refused because the procedure 
was classified as “experimental.” 

However, her personal physician 
had recommended the procedure. 

Only after residents of her commu- 
nity, in Columbiaville, raised the 
money for treatment did she beat the 
cancer, 

That’s why Gerard was on hand to 
help Rep. Laura Baird, D-Okemos, 
introduce legislation to make HMOs 
liable for their decisions to grant or 
deny requests for medical treatment. 

Similar legislation passed the house 
two years ago, but died in the Senate. 

Baird said some HMOs deny their 
members critical treatment to save 
money. She further charged that some 
of those treatment decisions made 
concerning treatment aren’t even 
made by physicians. 

“We don’t have any way to know 
how many are doing it, but we know 
they are doing it,” Baird said referring 
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HMOs could become liable 


vative road, planning to order an extra 
case of “A list” items the hospital 
absolutely can not be without.

Insurance companies have to 
be held responsible for their actions.” 

However, Eugene Farnum, execu- 
tive director of the Michigan 
Association of Health Plans, said such 
charges aren’t true. His organization 
opposes the proposai. 

“If you deny or delay a case, than 
they have the right to file a grievance 
and get a ruling,” Farum said. 

If patients are unsatisfied with the 
service of their HMO they can file a 
grievance to the HMO and receive a 
ruling within 72 hours. 

Only about I to 4 percent of 
requests by members are denied, he 
said. 

Further, he said all requests for 
treatment coverage must be reviewed 
by a medical director, under current 
state law.

Rep. Paul DeWeese, R- 
Williamston. agrees with Baird's 
intentions, but contends that liability 
needs to be imposed in another way.

If we had a sys- 
tem that would acknowledge “I made 
a mistake” and not sink me. than we'd 
have a system that encourages educa- 
tion.” 

He said under Baird’s proposal, 
doctors in HMOs would be much less 
likely to admit making a bad decision 
for fear of a lawsuit. 

Gerard said she hopes the bill pass- 
es and lawsuits against HMOs are 
filed regularly. 

“Should this bring more lawsuits? 
Absolutely,” Gerard said. “I don’t 
think people should have to fight for 
their life and fight for their right to do 
so. I paid insurance premiums for 22 
years and when I finally needed it, it 
let me down.”

Tobacco settlement money may benefit Michigan youth

LANSING--Anti-smoking advo- 
cates say that now is the time to 
confront the tobacco problem but 
John 
Engler’s plan to use dollars won in 
the national tobacco settlement. 

Last week, Engler proposed 
using Michigan’s $8.2-billion share 
on an endowment that would award 
students up to $3,000 in scholar- 
ships for higher education or tech- 
nical training. Seventh- and eighth- 
graders would receive $500 for 
passing state MEAP tests, while 
high school seniors would get 
$2,500 for excellence in proficien- 
cy tests. 

However, some anti-smoking 
advocates say the money should go 
to public health programs, specifi- 
cally those dealing with youth 
tobacco use. 

Geralyn Lasher, director of com- 
munication for the Michigan 
Department of Community Health, 
said the agency supports the 
Michigan Merit Award proposal. 
“Hopefully they’ll be focusing on 
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better grades for better careers. 
When we encourage academics, we 
deter delinquent behavior.” 

The state sued the tobacco com- 
panies in 1996 to recover tax dol- 
lars spent on past and anticipated 
treatment of smoking-related ill- 
nesses. Michigan and 45 other 
states settled with cigarette makers 
last November for $206 billion, the 
largest civil settlement in U.S. his- 
tory. 

Each state has free rein to spend 
the money and Engler promised all 
along that it would somehow be 
returned to Michigan taxpayers. 
Heaith advocates wanted the 
money to be spent exclusively on 
public health and anti-smoking 
campaigns. 

“T think there will be somewhat 
of a battle before the Legislature,” 
said Rep. Wayne Kuipers, ' R- 
Holland, and member of the House 
Education Committee. “There will 
be a debate when we get down to 
brass tacks on this money but the 
program that we’re implementing is 
really deterring youth smoking.” 

After the settlement, then 


Attorney General Frank Kelley 
cautioned the Legislature to spend 
the money on public health, not tax 
cuts. 

Kelley said last year that he 
would be surprised not to see a sub- 
stantial appropriation for public 
health and cessation programs. “For 
the Legislature to shirk that respon- 
sibility and not appropriate money 
properly would not be living up to 
its constitutional responsibility.” 

Gary McMullen, director of cor- 
porate communications for the 
American Cancer Society in East 
Lansing, says the scholarship pro- 
gram is a good idea but the settie- 
ment money was supposed to 
address the youth tobacco problem. 

“If the money doesn’t go to anti- 
smoking initiatives, as debated, dis- 
cussed and presented to the country, 
the tobacco companies still win. In 
our minds, that’s a travesty.” 

Engler’s press secretary, John 
Truscott, said Michigan is well 
ahead of the game in addressing the 
tobacco problem and that other 
states are looking to Michigan for 
examples. He said the senate 


spends $35 million a year from the 
six pefcent cigarette tax on anti- 
smoking programs. 

Orel Callahan, executive director 
of Lakeshore Coordinating Council 
in Grand Haven, said the scholar- 
ship program itself may deter youth 
substance abuse. 

“There is motivational prece- 
dent,” Callahan said. “Guaranteed 
access to the future leaves a power- 
ful impact on kids not to use 
drugs.” 

The Lakeshore Coordinating 
Council -- which serves Allegan, 
Berrien, Cass, Muskegon, Ottawa 
and Van Buren counties -- just 
received $389,613 from the state to 
expand and improve treatment and 
prevention programs. Part of the 
money is intended to combat youth 
access to tobacco. 

A Michigan Merit Award board is 
being formed and the proposal is 
expected to pass the Legislature by 
spring. 

Michigan will receive $104 mil- 
lion next year and then $300 mil- 
lion each following year for 25 
years, depending on inflation. 


1099’s for taxable jobless benefits are in the mail 


Michigan’s Unemployment 
Agency (UA) has put more than 
477,500 annual benefit statements 
in the mail to taxpayers who 
received jobless benefits last year. 

“Unemployment benefits are tax- 
able,” Acting UA Director Jack 
Wheatley stated. “As a result, any- 
one who received jobless benefits 
in 1998 will need a form 1099-G 
from us to prepare their taxes.” 

The 1099-G or Statement for 
Recipients of Unemployment 
Compensation Payment reports 
how much individuals received in 
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unemployment benefits in 1998. 

Wheatley noted that the UA 
issued all of its 1099-G’s over a 
week ago, and they represented 
about $1 billion in unemployment 
benefit payments. 

The 1099-G also lists how much 
may have been withheld in federal 
and state income taxes from the 
claimant’s unemployment benefits. 

The state agency supplies the 
same benefit payment information 
to the Internal Revenue Service. 

Wheatley advised claimants who 
have not received their 1099-G 
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forms to call the agency’s Claimant 
Customer Relations office toll-free 
at 1-800-638-3995. 

Claimants can also call the num- 
ber if they question the amount of 
benefits reported on their annual 
statement. 

“Our Customer Relations staff 
can quickly tell them how much 
they received in jobless benefits 
last year,” Wheatley said. 

Claimants who need a copy of 
their 1099-G can obtain one at their 
local Unemployment Agency 
office.

Mercy assists Russians with health care evaluation 


In the Fall of 1998, Mary 
Murphy received a telephone 
call from Mercy International 
asking her to be on a team of 
medical professionals who were 
being sponsored by The World 
Bank and the Russian govern- 
ment to evaluate and recommend 
changes in the health care sys- 
tem in a large region of Russia, 
the Rostov Oblast.

“When I received the tele- 
phone call from Mercy 
International inviting me_ to 
Russia, | of course was appre- 
hensive. A comment from my 
friend and co-worker, Sister Jean 
Umlor, was the deciding factor. 
She said that if I could find the 
courage deep in my heart to go, 
then I should go. Those words 
meant a lot to me and I am so 
glad that I went. It was a won- 
derful experience,” stated 
Murphy. 

“We saw a great deal of the 
countryside and I would have to 
say that poverty is a huge issue 
in these regions. I have never 
met a warmer, friendlier culture. 
The people were so welcoming 
and we had an immediate bond 
in that their goal was the same as 
ours — to care for sick people.”

Cell phones will get 911 capacity

LANSING ~ When an elderly 
Marquette County man suffered a 
heart attack last month, he dialed 
911, and without saying a word, 
summoned an ambulance that saved 
his life. 

It’s a good thing he didn’t call 
from a cellular phone. 

“If you call 911 from your home or 
office, we automatically know your 
name, phone number and street 
address -- even if you can’t talk to 
us,” said Paul Rogers of Charlotte, 


president of the Michigan 
Communications Directors 
Association. 


“But from a cell phone, our equip- 
ment can’t tell where you’re at. You 
could be in a boat on a lake, in anoth- 
er state, or somewhere on the free- 
way.” 

Yet 911 service for cell phone 
users may soon improve dramatical- 
ly as the Legislature strives to com- 
ply with a new federal mandate. 
Under a 1996 Federal 
Communications Commission 
(FCC) order, Michigan must take 
immediate steps to increase the range 
and accuracy of its 911 system. 

The FCC order comes at a time 
when cell phone use continues to

skyrocket. More than 70 million peo- 
ple use cell phones nationwide, and 
in places such as Oakland County, 
more than 50 percent of all 911 calls 
come from cell phones. 

Lt. Col. James Bolger, deputy 
director of the Michigan State Police, 
says the 911 upgrades will follow a 
two-phase process. 

In phase one, counties will install a 
device -- similar to a caller ID unit 
that will give the cell phone caller's 
telephone number. It also will identi- 
fy which phone tower the call comes 
from. With this equipment, Bolger 
said, a 911 dispatcher could trace a 
location to within two to six miles. 

Phase two will require even more 
accuracy. By 2001, all new cell 
phones must come equipped with a 
computer chip that allows a caller’s 
location to be pinpointed within 125 
yards. 

“Right now, someone who calls 
911 on a cell phone may fade out 
before they give us their location,” 
Bolger said. “And often, someone is 
driving on a freeway may see an 
accident but have no idea of where 
their exact location is.”

produced comedies and family 
entertainment for theaters and tele- 
vision. As a result of bankruptcy, 
the company’s assets and film ele- 
ments were scattered to the winds. 
The film library should consist of 
1,200 subjects. One-third of this 
universe, however, probably no 
longer exists on any film gauge 
anywhere. 

About 1970, most of the surviv- 
ing original nitrate film negatives 
and prints, covering about 350 
subjects, were deposited at the 
Library of Congress. Subsequently 
the KirchGroup acquired many 
rights to the Roach library for the 
Eastern Hemisphere.

Such success reinforces the 
commitment of the KirchGroup 
towards film restoration and 
preservation. We recognize the 
commercial and cultural value of 
film. This ensures the survival of 
Hal Roach as well as other classics 
of the past far into the future. 
These comedies are certain to 
delight many generations yet to 
come. 

What other film companies — in 
the U.S. or abroad — have made 
such a long term commitment to 
film restoration and preservation? 

Though they were made many 
years ago, these films — which cut 
across age and cultural barriers — 
are brand new to anyone who has 
not seen them before.

Although the technology exists for 
improving 911, the revenue source to 
make these improvements has not 
yet been’ established. When 
Michigan lawmakers do take action, 
Bolger predicts they'll raise the 
money by imposing a 45 - to 55- 
cent-per-month surcharge on cell 
phones. 

Most home and business telephone 
owners already pay a monthly 911 
surcharge that ranges from 75 cents 
to $3. These fees are set either by 
county commissioners or approved 
by voters in local elections. 

As directed by the FCC, the cell 
phone surcharge would be subsidize 
companies for the extra costs 
incurred in making the higher capac- 
ity cell phones. Fifteen states have 
similar laws. 

However, most of the money 
raised by the surcharge would sup- 
port 911 operations and training in 
each of Michigan's 83 counties. 

For example, under one plan, the 
six Michigan counties that lack 911 
service - all in the western Upper 
Peninsula - could qualify for up to 
$30,000 each annually. They are

Townships and counties split on 
plan to revamp road commissions

LANSING-- Townships and 
counties are split on a plan to 
increase township participation in 
county road commissions. 

The Michigan Townships 
Association is pushing a bill to 
increase the number of county 
road commissioners from three to 
five, and give townships more say 
in their nomination process -- a 
proposal opposed by the County 
Road Association. 

“Townships want to be heard 
from more,” said John La Rose, 
executive director of the Michigan 
Townships Association. “The road 
commission often turns the town- 
ship away saying there isn’t 
enough money.” 

All counties, with the exception 
of Wayne, have three-member 
road commissions. Counties are 
responsible for all road work, 
while townships have no direct 
road responsibilities. 

Currently, counties, cities and 
villages share $600 million a year 
collected from fuel taxes and set 
aside for road repair. Townships 
get none of that. 

However, townships statewide 
voluntarily spend an average of 
$60 million to $70 million a year 
on road work. This money comes 
from local taxes and general state 
aid. 

Rep. David Mead, R-Frankfort, 
said he “supports the basic con- 
cept” of expanding the road com- 
mission, but “it will depend on 
how the bill is drafted,” he said. 

The County Road Association 
contends that townships have 
enough influence as it is. Its sur- 
vey found that a majority of road 
commissioners live in townships, 
are former township officials, or 
employ township officials. 

“This idea of not having any 
input is not based on any fact.” 
said Ron DeCook, the associa- 
tion’s deputy director. “They want 
to make legislation to control a 
process that would in turn make it 
less democratic.” 

The proposal would allow town- 
ships to recommend candidates as 
the two additional road commis- 
sioners. Thirty-one counties elect 
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their road commissioners. 
Elsewhere, the county board of 
commissioners appoint them. 

Bob Rosa. who chairs the 
Benzie County Road 
Commission, opposes increasing 
the number of road commissioners 
because, “it would make it harder 
to communicate,” he said. 

But Oceana County 
Commissioner Raphael Malburg 
supports the idea. 

“1 consider the road commission 
to be the most powerful board in 
the state,” he said. “There are big 
budgets, and when two people--a 
majority--run the whole thing, it’s 
not the most favorable situation.” 

The road commissions in 
Benzie, Oceana and Mason coun- 
ties have annual budgets of about 
$4 million. 

The County Road Association 
also opposes increasing the num- 
ber of road commission members, 
even if the townships remain out 
of the selection process. 

“It would add more bureaucracy 
and administrative costs, which 
would mean less money for 
roads,” DeCook said.

On a tight budget and want to 
know how to reduce your car insur- 
ance rates? Have a claim and want 
to know how to submit it to your 
insurance company? Need the tele- 
phone number of an insurance com- 
pany? Michigan residents with 
questions or problems about insur- 
ance issues can take advantage of a 
toll-free consumer telephone hot- 
line, 1-800-777-8005. 

The Insurance Information 
Hotline. founded in 1979, is a source 
of information on all types of insur- 
ance. Personnel also handle com- 
plaints about companies and agents. 
About 500 people dial up the toll- 
free number each month. 

“The purpose of the Hotline is 
two-fold.” Leanne Snay, Executive 


Director of the Insurance 
Information Association of 
Michigan (IJAM), said. “It is a 


ready source of information on all 
types of insurance. Secondly, per- 
sonnel respond to complaints and 
provide for a prompt, objective reso- 
lution of disputes between policy- 
holders and insurance companies.” 

HAM $3 personnel do not recom- 
mend companies, agents or the types 
of coverage that consumers might 
buy. Callers do get advice on how to 
shop for the best deal on insurance 
and can request reference material 
on specific insurance subjects. 

The service is available from 8:30 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m.. Monday through 
Friday. 

The Hotline is administered by 
IIAM, a non-profit, public informa- 
tion organization headquartered in 
Lansing. It sponsors a number of 
consumer information and education 
programs.

House passes tax-cutting plan 


A. significant tax-cutting plan 
approved recently by the Michigan 
House includes legislation that pro- 
tects children’s education, said an 
area lawmaker who voted for the 
package. 

State Rep. Ken Bradstreet, R- 
Gaylord, supported the measures that 
passed the chamber. 

“We return more money to hard- 
working families while holding our 
schools harmless,” Bradstreet said. 

The measure is part of a legislative 
package that lowers the income tax 
rate from the current 4.4 percent to 
3.9 percent by 2004. 

“When this cut is fully phased-in, 
taxpayers will save more than $1 bil- 
lion per year,” Bradstreet said. 

The first-term lawmaker wanted 
any House Republican tax reduction 
proposal to include a component 
safeguarding school funding, as 20 
percent of the revenue fro the School 
Aid Fund comes from earmarked 
income tax revenues. 

House Bill 4035 protects the fund 
from revenue losses by proportion- 
ately increasing the earmarking per- 
centage equal to the tax rate reduc- 
tion.

right direction while maintaining a 
solid investment in our educational 
system.” Bradstreet said. “I think we 
can do more, especially with the per- 
sonal education.” 

The six-bill package now goes to 
the Senate for further consideration. 


Frequently asked Hotline questions: 


Q. We're on a tight budget. How can we cut our car insurance rates? 

A. Here are a few ideas. One... choose your next car carefully. 
Insurance rates are based on its value and how difficult it is to repair. 
Two... coordinate the coverage in your auto policy with other accident 
and health policies you may have. Three... choose higher deductibles on 
collision and comprehensive coverage. Four... consider a more econom- 
ical type of collision coverage — but make sure you understand when 
you are covered and when you are not. Five... if you have an older car 
and it’s not financed, you may want to drop both collision and compre- 
hensive coverage. Six... drive carefully. Most traffic tickets and at-fault 
accidents will automatically increase your rates. And, finally... talk to 
your agent. Find out what all of your options are. 


Q. Does my regular home insurance policy cover flooding like if there 


was a flood and I got water in my basement? 

A. No. A regular homeowners insurance policy does not pay for flood 
damage. But if you need coverage, you can probably get it through a 
program sponsored by the federal government. The price you pay 
depends on the value of your property and how likely it is to be damaged 
in a flood. You can get information about it and buy the special flood 
insurance through most licensed property/casualty agents in Michigan.

A. The Consolidated Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act (COBRA) 
is a federal law which requires certain employers to offer continuation of 


group health coverages.

Q: V've heard about an insur- 
ance program called MIChild. 
What exactly is this? Would it 
help my children get medical 
insurance? 

Signed: Self-employed Dad 


A: MIChild is health insurance 
coverage for children under the age 
of 19. MIChild covers children of 
families who are at or below 200% 
of the poverty line, who are not eli- 
gible for Medicaid. and who do not 
currently have health insurance 
through an employer. 

For example, Bob is a_ self- 
employed dairy farmer and Jane, his 
wife, works part time for a company 
that offers no insurance. They have 
three children. Even though they 
earn $38,000 a year, medical insur- 
ance is far too expensive for them to 
afford. Their children would be eli-

gible for this insurance program. 

The MIChild program covers an 
extensive range of services: well 
child visits. immunizations. hearing 
screening, Vision services, dental 
services, diagnostic services, prima- 
ry care and specialty physician ser- 
vices, in-patient and out-patient 
hospital services, mental health and 
substance abuse services, emer- 
gency care, and prescriptions. 

The cost for all this health care 
will only be $5 per family (not per 
child) per month or $60 per year.
